Testimony of Prosecution That He 


Spoke Threateningly of Goebel 


Declared False. 


GEORGETOWN, Ky., July 31.—Caleb 


Powers resumed the witness sta.nd in his 
own behalf to-day. He said that on the 
morning of the assassination .lie was pre- 
paring to go -to Louisville and make ar- 
rangements to bring more people to 
Frankfort. 
He ihtvd no recollection of 


anything being said concerning suspicious 
actions which Golden had referred to, and 
was certain that nothing of the sort was 
said. At Lagrnnge the party heard that 
Goebel had been assassinated, and that 
the shot had been fired from the second 
orjihird story of the executive'building. 


Powers continued: "We went on to 


Louisville, but as the assassination of 
Goebel had upset our plans, we of course 
abandoned the idea, of bringing more -men 
to Frankfort." 


The witness said the statement of Gold- 


en that he had spoken derisively when 
told of the shooting was absolutely false. 
Witness said he never heard of any sort 
of violence talked of in any of the many 
conferences in which he had participated, 
except in the one in which Sheriff Burton 
of Breckcnridge county talked in an in- 
cendiary manner and was reproved by 
witness. 


The day after the assassination witness 


suid he began an investigation and learn- 
c-d where the shot was fired from. 
"I 


made no statement to Golden 'that I was 
satisfied the shots cumc from my office, 
and did not tell him 1 was thinking of 
going to the commonwealth^ attorney 
and tell him all I knew." 


Powers then detailed the events imme- 


diately preceding the arrest of himself by 
Capt- Davis. He said his attorney, Judge 
Yost, advised him to make his way to 
the mountains and remain there until the 
public excitemqnt hud subsided before 
giving himself up for trial.

Well, I will begin and tell you 


the -trip we had. After writing you from 
New Orleans we went aboard of our ship 
and she swung down the river and an- 
chored off the city. ,We stayed there a 
short time and weighed anchor late in 
the afternoon, starting on our way to the 
Gulf. New Orleans, you know, is eighty- 
seven miles from the Gulf of Mexico. At 
first- our accommodations were rather 
poor. Our sleeping place was all right; 
wo slept in the after part of the ship, it 
'having 'been fitted up especially for the 
muleteers, and each of us wa.- given a 
new quilt and mattress. But the ;grubv 
was something a-wful. However, this (lid 
not last long. 
When we were at the 


hotel in New Orleans a reporter called to 
see "us and we gave him a "song and 
dance," and the next day there appeared 
an article. ill the paper about us, calling 
'us 'college boys. 


Well, the veterinary surgeon who hud 


chaige of the mules — Dr. iloberly of Kan- 
sas City — was a first-rate, fellow, one of 
the best I ever met, and a.fter we had 
been at sea for aibout three days, and 
John and 1 had .both been good and sea- 
sick, he came to us and asked us how 
we were getting along. 3t seems that 
he had seen the article in the paper and 
looked us up. We told 'him wi> couldn't 
go the food, so he took us to the captain. 
who is also as good n man as God ever 
made, and he invited us -to eat our meals 
in the cabin at the second table wi'th the 
•third olliuer and the 'foremen. Thra, of 
course, we were all right, and from then 
to the end it was anore of a pleasure trip 
than work. 
. 
. .. 


Our work with -the mules was very 


light, only keeping us. busy about four 
hours out of each day, except when we 
were on watch, which came aibout once 
a week, and then we had to wn-lch the 
mules all flay, to see that thej' were not 
injured. 
We fed the,m ami gave them 


water three times a day, nnd as ri»? feed 
was handy it only took us :uhout an hour. 
I had thirty-two mules to care for. 


On the trip over -we lost, thirteen mules 


altogether. T-hc mules we had on board 
'the ship were the iinnst Int of animals I 
ever saw, in /act, our ship landed the 
'host mules of any ship that came -to this 
port. 


We were forty-five days on board ship 


all told. H took us thirty days for the 
trip to Capetown, and "by looking at the 
map you OBTI sec the course we ionk. We 
innde'no stops at n-11, biit sighted the Dry 
Tortugas. the Bahamas, St. Paul's ronk 
(oil1 Souih America), the Ascension isl- 
ands. St. Helena, and then Table moun- 
tain, at Capetown. 


We saw many things on -the way over 


that were quite int(M-c"tiiip to us, Flying 
fish were as plentiful aJI the way as nre 
•sparrow* mi land. 
Tn the Gulf we saw 


porpoises, and many Portuguese men-of- 
war, 
a kind of jelly-fish; and on the same 


day that we sighted Mount Ascension -we 
ran direi tly .rtrousrh n school of fine 
sperm whal'os, -three o.f which ran across 
the ship'; bows not more than twenty 
feet away. John and I ran up to the 
masthead, so we got a good look at 
•them: great, big fellows, a.bout fifty feet, 
lorn? and eight wheel thick. We were told 
that these were only small whales, but to 
us they wcrc«vcry big fish. 


In Table 'hay we saw devil-fish and a 


-tortoise swimming in the water. 
Wo 


nJso saw thousand's of large birds of dif- 
ferent kinds, and some albatross. 


John and T were seasick a-t first, but 


we had fine weather the whole way, so 
we soon came around and enjoyed our- 
selves .greatly. The officers, as well as 
everyone else, were very kind to us, nud 
even the caiptain treated us as his equals. 
We ate with the third mate, who was a 
vcrv fine man, a jolly good fellow, who 
would tell us yarns all through t'he meals. 
The muleteers as a rule were ra'Uicr a 
tdurii 'lot, but there were many good fel- 
lows among them. We had no trouble 
of uny kind" on the whole voyage. 


The two -foremen were- characters. They 


were both won who -had -seen a great deal 
of tho world, and were or had at differ- 
ent tunes been "'on the hog," One was an 
lOnglishraan who had been in the English 
cavalry and the American n-avy. He hac 
been 'all over the -United States and was 
a-' conceited cockney. That is, he was a. 
Londoner. The other one van American 
and at times h-e was a very decent chap 


ad a faijjy, good education «n« 


seemed -lo take quite .an interest in us. 
Of cnur.TC lie knew it was to bis interest 
to i real.- us well, as he was under the 
doctor, who became a great friend of 
ours. 
One day the foreman. came and 


told us 'that the doctor had said tha,-t 
he should net work us boys too hard, ro 
you sec we hail a very strong, pull. 


After landing in Taiblc Bay, where'we 


lay at anchor for a dny, just off the-town, 
wo proceeded up to Kast London. As wo 
were near shore most of the way we 
could «c the coast, very plainly, and here 
we sa-.v our first high mountains. Of 
cinuvie Table mountain is -the highest, and 
it is high, with its top quite flat. 
It 


.ooks like A large block of soli'd rock. 
Hie coast was very hilly, all -the way, but 
iiere at East London the hills arc iiot KO 
high. 


We could not pet into the harbor here, 


.he ship drawing too much water, so we 
lad to lay nt anchor in-the roadstead for 
ten days'bcfoic "we could get lighters to 
unload us. 


The harbor here is full of large steam- 


ers and sail ships, and there arc about 
eighteen large stciim ships uov.' anchored 
outside, too large to get In. These liavc 
to be unloaded into lighter or smaller 
boats. 


In unloading the mules we just put 


them in a sling and lowered them fiver 
the tide into the lighter, each lighter 
holding about fiO mules. When the last 
mule was discharged, we were 
taken 


ashore and paid oil'. Before the captain 
left he took John and I. in and set up 
the. drinks, and was kind, enough 
to 


change our American money for us. Here 
the beggars had the nerve to want '20 
percent of exchange. 


Many of the boys shipped immediately 


on other ships, about S pf them joined 
the army here, Brabant's Horse. 


They all swore that they were Cana- 


dians "and wore accepted, they are puid 
five shillings a ilay, or 91.25 and are fur- 
nished with clothes, arms and- a horse. 
Some of the boys are also on 'the local 
police force already; Oh, it's a -warm 
town nil right. 


We would have gone on the police 


force, only they waijt us to sign for two 
years nnd we won't' do this. 


East London has: a 
population of 


about 12,000, nnd bae electric cars, street 
lights, and well paved streets, but the 
stores for. the most hart are way behind 
the times. T am tgld that the tailor 
business here is very irood, a tailor told 
me. he could innkcf£5 a week, that is 
$23.00, but the clothes they mike are 
on the hum. 


All prices arc high orr account, of the 


war and t^iey say business is poor, mut 
everybody seems to have money, and to 
us, they appear quite busy. 


I ha>-i a. chance to go to work here 


for a large wholesale house at £10 a 
month, or $,50_.00 to start at, but they 
•want me to sign aajiffreement^tp^stay 
a-year. and I don'tTike. to do" tliTa as 
Johannesburg is a much better place and 
I am told I can double this up 
there. 


The English arc 'in Johannesburg now, 
so the road will be opened up soon, and 
we want to be with the lirst to go up. 


Everybody expects things to hum up 


there, as soon as they can start operat- 
ing the mines again. John also has a 
good chance to get work, but we don't 
hardly know what to do about it. They 
want us to stay with them, if we take 
the places, and we don't want to work 
for a small salary here, as we could just 
us well have done that at home. We ex- 
pect to be able to get ivp to Johannes- 
burg in a few weeks at the most nnd 
so I think we will not tnkc places where 
we have to bind ourselves. We are stay- 
ing at a good boarding house, have nice 
rooms, and a little nigger boy brings 11* 
coffee in the morning before we are out 
of bed. and shines our shoes before we 
get up. 


And you should sen the niggers in tills 


country, they are the real article, you 
know, Kaffirs who speak their native 
tongue. 
They nre experts at carrying 


packages on their heads, not even touch- 
ing their hands to them. 


They are a luippy jolly lot, and have 


no cares of any kind to bother 
them. 


Another interesting sight here is the o-c 
teams, that conic in from up country, 
ten to sixteen to a span, pulling one 
small wagon load, it looks all out of pro- 
portion. 
These (cams come in in the 


early- morning loaded with wool, farm 
products, etc., nnd unload and sell on 
the market place, a large square, then 
they load up with merchandise and start 
buck. 
Kaffirs 
generally drive those 


teams, two to a tcum, one leading and 
OUR in hack with a long whip like a fish- 
ing pole. 


There arc all kinds of soldiers to be 


Mtcn here of course, nnd every soldier 
seems to wear a different uniform, and 
as far as I have seen they can't compare 
with the American soldier. T have mot 
several of the soldiers; and they all seem 
tc be fine fellows; in fact, we nre treated 
very well wherever we go, and luck has 
certainly been with us so far. We could 
Lave gone back to the States on the 
same steamer we came on, nnd been paid 
for it too, but wo would not think of 
such a thing as yet. Wo have every ren- 
son to believe that we will do well hero 
and intend to stay and find out at any 
rate. 
Everybody expects great things, 


when the railroads are opened up to the 
different points ur° country. 


We hear very little war news here, I 


think yon get 'better reports of it than 
we do." I think there is very little fight- 
ing going on at present. 


Everyone here is very patriotic, and 


are all"English. All are anxious for the. 
war to end. On board the ship, we met 
a young fellow from New Orleans, anil 
he'is returning to the states. We sent 
back by him some shells picked up on 
the beach at East London. These will 
be sent to Art from New Orleans. Write 
as soon as they are received, so John 
will know they reached there all rifiht. 
Thev don't amount to much but we 
thought that you might like them. Half 
oi them you uiay keep. We could get 
lots of curiosities here from the front I 
expect, and may send some small things 
if it is possible. 


Well, I think I had better stop for 


this time before I use up a)l the paper. 
Will write again soon, and 
tell 
you 


everything .1 see.

ROME, July 31.—The Tribune says(thc

The pa- 
per asserts a non-military anarchist re- 
cently declared at a meeting in Paris lots 
were drawn and -several persons selci-ied 
to kill the King. Five pel-sons 'besides 
Brcssi have 'been 'arrested at Monza. 


It appears that when Bressi was search- 


ing for lodgings Friday at Monza he was 
accompanied by a young man whom the 
police arc now seeking. The pistol the 
assassin used was a new and superior 
weapon, marked "Massachusetts."

EXPEDITION TO PEKIN

LITTLE CHILDREN. 


. There is nothing more attractive to 
fright minded and light thinking people 
than charming children. 
All children 


nro charming in proportion as they ful- 
Dll tho requirements of good child na- 
ture. It is only children whose natures 
have been distorted by the folly or van- 
ity of their parents that arc the cause 
of the prejudice which undoubtedly does 
txist against children in the abstract. 


Tho child is tho reflection of its sur- 


roundings, yet it is not the poor little 
•waif, the child of the slums, which is apt 
to become a menace to the peace of the- 
community, but the child of well to do 
parents, the well fed, well clothed ur- 
chin whoso moral nature has been left 
to develop without any of the refining 
influence that often comes to the poorer 
child from tho self sacrifice which is one 
of the safeguards of the poor. A recog- 
nition of the brotherhood' of mankind 
is a part of the life of the poor. There is 
always some one to help with the scanty 
means, and this help is givcu with a 
more lavish hand in proportion to the 
means of the giver than among the well 
to do or the very wealthy classes. The 
•very poor child learns generosity from its 
cradle. The well to do child is often 
taught selfishness by example. Foolish 
infatuated parents are likely to resent 
any restrictions placed upon their chil- 
dren, nnd arc thus responsible for this 
oft heard antagonism toward children. 


There is no prejudice against the- inno- 


cence and lovlineas of childhood. On the 
contrary, there was never a time when a- 
pure, lovely type of childhood excited 
more admiration than at present. TliU 
ia because it is so rare. 
Children who 


are no -longer children in spirit, hut sim- 
ply exaggerated representations of their 
parents' selfishness, can enter no plea for 
admiration on account of the innocence 
of childhood. There are too many chil- 
dren who assume the 'prerogative that 
belongs to age, and are in consequence 
entitled to no exemption on account of 
their lack of experience.

WORK OF THE FRENCH SUBSIDY.

Oregonian: 
The 
French 


bark Gen. Mellinet sailed from Glasgow 
last Saturday for Portland to load for 
the United Kingdom, making a fleet of 
six French vessels that are coming from 
Europe in ballast to load wheat at this 
port. Seventeen -thousand miles 
is a 


long distance for a (.hip to sail in ballast 
but owing to the general subsidy paid 
by the French government- the vessels 
which have nin.de 'the trip have paid a 
profit on tho. outward trip, and with 
high freights homeward have been slight- 
ly profitable ..to the owners. The bene- 
fits derived by France by this bounty 
system are not. easily 
distinguished. 


The objects of the subsidy or bounty 
are said to be the promotion of trade be- 
tween France and the rest of the world. 
The signal failure of this object is air.p 
ly illusT-rated 'by a, review of 'the Mcl- 
linct's work for the post two years. She 
sailed from the Clyde in ballast for Tul- 
taf July 13, 1808. On arrival she was 
ordered to Calcta Buena, where she load- 
ed nitrate for Hamburg. At the latter 
port she loaded general merchandise for 
Tchio, and on discharging at that port 
loaded ore for Glasgow, where she arriv- 
ed in June, 1000, and from thui port sha 
has just sailed for Portland. Thus, in- 
stead of the French people receiving any. 
•benefits in trade development through 
subsidizing the vessel, they are actually 
paying for tonnage used by the EnglWi 
nitrate den.lers. the German manufactur- 
ers and the Oregon wheat growers, the 
profits on the operation going not to the 
French people as a whole, but to a few 
individual ship owners.

' NEW ORLEANS, July 20.—After be- 
ing in the hands of lawless mobs for sev- 
eral hours with the police apparently 
powerless to maintain, order, New Or- 
leans at day break again assumed a 
peaceable, and orderly condition and vio- 
lence apparently finally ceased. 


The hist disturbance occurred about 


6 o'clock, wben a white baker was shot 
in the leg, while a crowd of rioters was 
chasing a gang of negroes, The mayor, 
liolico und citizens are arranging today 
to take precaution against a reoccur- 
rence of last night's scene of disorder. 
The mob was composed of boys 
and 


Loodlums, without a 
leader. 
Rioting 


grew out of the intense feeling engen- 
dered by the'murder of Captain Day and 
Patrolman Lamb, and wounding oflicer 
Mora by the desperado Charles. The oc- 
currences of last night are greatly de- 
plored by the best elements of the com- 
munity. 
They represented in no sense 


the uprising o£ an outraged community 
against a wrong. One negro was killed 
«.nd three others will die. Fifteen whites 
und blacka ivore wounded.

All last night, and up to 3:30 o'clock 


this morning™, mobs ran riot through the 
city on a'tiunt for negroes and those un- 
fortunates who fell into 
their grasp.

After the 
mobs got started, the negroes became 
terrorized and took shelter 
in 
their 


homes, and outhouses of white people, 
who protected them, so it was only tin- 
suspecting and unofl'ensive negroes who 
were victims. 


The police were powerless, for as fast 


ns they dispersed the crowd in one sec- 
tion, it only reformed 
and moved to 


some other point to'continue its devilish 
work. The mob* were composed almost 
entirely of 'boys under twenty-one! and 
they had no leader, but'acted on common 
impulse. 
The movement started from 11 


gathering of men at Lee Statue, corner 
of St. Charles avenue and Howard street. 
Being ordered to disperse, 
the 
crowd 


moved up St. Charles avenue, gathering 
force as it moved, gradually becoming 
inflamed to a point of desperation. Two 
negroes were pulled from the crowded 
street cars, shot and beaten, and other 
colored people were attracted lo their 
doors by the indiscriminate firing 
and

So I first used soot 
then ashes, then lime, then plaster, then 
wheat bran, and an okl gardener told 
me to get road dust and 1 got that 
Yet I failed to stop them. So I got 3 
cents worth of cayenne pepper, put it in 
a teakettle and made a strong tea, let 
cool, put it in a bottle and cut the side 
01 the cork to let it come out like a 
poppersiutce bottle, and went over them 
yeM.crday evening, when 
1 had 
just 


caught an average of three worms to the 
hill on 225 hills. This evening ] can 
not liiul a single worm on my cabbage 
and the buds look so thrifty and in such 
a growing way that I believe the pepper 
tea would be good for them even if 
there were no worms to bother.

paper. J get many 
valuable 
recipes 


from il. und I know this would do some 
one good in return.

profit. The foreign reinsurance compan- 
ies, however, have now nearly nil got 
over here, and 
Ijil 00,000 lines are.again 


in vogue.

American companies are trying, by dras- 
tic measures, to drive

out of business. They may be success- 
ful in doing this, but I doubt it. 


HIGHER RATES AN OUTRAGE. 
"The present cry is to increase the 


rates to overcome the loss ra-trio. Such 
a move, excepl in parts of the country 
is unjust and on outrage on the com 
inunity, and every sensible underwriter 
knows this to be true.' The rates in 
mo-it slates and towns are high enough. 
:md should not be increased. The fault

the money market. The demands of th» 
contest in China will be small in any caw 
so long as the army cannot be increased 
above the legal maximum.

As soon as these tobaccos are entered 
in the warehouse a sworn and bonded 
Inspector draws four samples from 
each hogshead, taken from different 
'places and at equal distances apart, 
beginning near the bottom of the hogs- 
head. These -four samples, or hands, 
nrp tied together and are sealed and 
labeled with the name of the owner.

and gross weight and the name of the 
Inspector. The agents of foreign coun- 
tries buy exclusively from these sam- 
ples. When the goods are shipped, the 
samples are also forwarded, so that 
the goods on reaching their destination 
can be compared with the samples 
from which they were bought.

As soon as the tobacco i» 
put Into the barn the fire IB started «nd 
is kept going night and day until the 
tobacco is thoroughly cured to tie de- 
sired color. This tobacco, which la »M 
at auction In loose piles.In.the ware- 
house. Is largely consumed in ttto 
country, being used for plug and twtot 
wrappers, cigarette* and flue cut chew- 
Ing and smoking tobaccos. The broad 
scope of this type makes It ejccedtotfy. 
popular, and the acreage is rapidly In- 
creasing.'

Connecticut valley produces two types 
of wrapper leaf, the, broad leaf and the 
Havana seed leaf. The broad leaf va- 
riety has a broad, silky leaf, rery elas- 
tic about two-thirds of the leaf, from 
the tip poss-esslng rich grain and color. 
Small veins are also characteristic of 
this leaf. There Js only one small area. 
In the Connecticut valley adapted to 
Its production.. The leaf of the Ha- 
vana seed la smaller than the broad 
leaf much narrower and Is exceeding- 
ly thin and silky, but possesses Jess 
elasticity and covering quality. It does 
not possess the rich grain of the broad 
leaf. The middle ai-.l lower.parts are 
glossy and bare'large veins. This por-. 
tlon of the leaf Is not desirable for 
wrapper purposes..
